‘Midwifery, to know exaétly the Situation of the parts con- 
cerned in Parturition, and which have not been aceurately : 
_ decribed by former Anatomitts, with a view to this particu+ 
__ lar Branch, { have given this Draught from one of the pre- 
-ferved Subjects which I keep by me, in order to demonftrate 
thefe parts in the ordinary Courfe of my Le@ures. From 
a View then of the fituation of the parts it appears that the 
Os Externum is not placed in the middle of the inferior part

The thirtieth and thirty-third Tables fhew the infertion 
ef the Funis into the Abdomen of the Fetus. 

With refpect to the expulfion of the Places a, when the

Fatus: thefame being delivered, the Uverus grows much 
thicker, and contraéts clo! fely to the Placex a and Membranes, 

by which means they are gradually feperated, and forced 
 Gnto the Vagina.

When the Vertex of the Fetus prefents, and the Head is 
forced down into the lower part of the Pe/vis, the Woman 
weak and the pains not fufficient to deliver it, the double of 
the Fillet is to be introduced along the fore-part of the Pa- 
rietal Bones to the Face, and if poftible above the Under-. 
jaw ; which done, the Whale-bone may be either left in or ° 
pulled down out of the Sheath, and every weak pain affifted 
by pulling gently atthe Fillet.

‘This fort may be taken 
out by the Patient when fhe goes to Bed, and introduced 
again in the morning ; but as this fometimes rubs the Os 
Externum, fe as to make its ufe uneafy, the round kind 
marked C are of more general ufe. They are ade of 
Wood, Ivory, or Cork (the laft covered with Cloth and 
dipt in Wax) : the Peffary is to be lubricated with Poma- 
tum, the edge forced through the patiage into the Virgina, 
and a finger introduced in the hole in the middle Lays it 
acrofs within the Os Externum. ‘They onght tobe larger or 
{maller, according to the widenefs or narrownefs of the: pal- 
fage, to prevent their being forced out by any extraordinary 
ftraining.
